The Pacific Ocean etched away at Sunset Cliffs 
this morning (Thursday) as a milestone in time 
passed — Msgr. Kenneth G. Stack, pastor, war 
chaplain and editor, was buried from the nearby 
Church of the Sacred Heart in Ocean Beach. 

Pastor of the parish since March, 1968, he died 
following an illness on Dec. 3 — three days after 


_his 61st birthday. 


BISHOP LEO T. MAHER led other priest- 
friends of Msgr. Stack in the funeral Mass at 
10:30, Dec. 6, after an all-night vigil. 

As prothonotary apostolic, he was the third 
highest-ranking prelate of the diocese, which 
entitled him to wear gloves, cross, ring and 
mitre similar to a bishop. 

His five years as pastor at Sacred Heart, 
brought innovative apostolates; such as 
charismatic prayer groups, beach Masses and a 
monthly parish publication. 


ONCE AN EDITOR, always an editor, he kept 
his pulse on the frustrating profession by serving 
as executive editor of the publication staffed 
by lay people. 

For 22 years (1945-67), before becoming pastor 
in Ocean Beach, Msgr. Stack was on special 
assignment in Chicago as associate editor and 
circulation manager of the Catholic Church 
Extension Society’s Extension magazine. He 
also served as the society’s president. 

Bishop Charles F. Buddy, who had ordained

the new priest in St. Joseph’s Cathedral, April 2, 
1938, granted him leave for this purpose. The 
young priest was the first to be ordained by 
Bishop Buddy since he became first Bishop of 
San Diego in 1936. 


AFTER RETURNING TO this diocese in 1967, 
Msgr. Stack was temporary pastor of Im- 
maculate Conception church, Old Town, San 
Diego, before going to Sacred Heart parish. 

His first leave of absence from the diocese 
came in May, 1941 — seven months before Pear] 
Harbor — when Msgr. Stack enlisted as an Army 
chaplain. He saw action in the Pacific area and 
sent front-page dispatches to the Southern Cross. 

Chaplain Stack left the Army chaplaincy with 
the rank of colonel Jan. 26, 1946. He remained in 
the reserves. 


BORN IN STOCKTON, Calif., Msgr. Stack was 
educated at St. Anthony’s Seminary, Santa 
Barbara; Los Angeles Junior Seminary and St. 
Patrick’s Major Seminary, Menlo Park, and was 
ordained for this diocese. 

His first assignment was as associate at St. 
Joseph’s Cathedral until May, 1941. During this 
time he also was secretary to Bishop Buddy and 
diocesan director of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith. 

_He was elevated an honorary prelate Oct. 21, 
1953. In 1952 he received an honorary Litt. D. 
degree from De Paul University in Chicago. He 
was chaplain of the Serra Club of San Diego.

- The Second Coming 


As the old Church year ends and the new begins, the Mass 
readings seem to concentrate on the end of time and the 
Second Coming of Christ. 

The purpose in making these elections is not really to 
warn ofthe historical end of time. I recall the concern in the 
1950s that the “Fatima Letter” contained some revelation - 
about it. The letter was opened, the letter was closed and I 
don’t think this world is a figment ot my imagination. It’s 
still here. I have worried about it because the end of the 
world for me was more important. 

This is the meaning ofthe “end of the world” message. Not 
to frighten man with the threat of calamity, but to prepare 
man for the realism that as the year, and the world, has a 
beginning and an end, so does human temporal existence. 

It would be poor religious education — and the liturgy is 
one form of religious education — to ignore such a truth. 
Educators in the home and the classroom need to present 
this truth realistically but positively. 

The Mass is a “celebration” and we “celebrate” the be- 
ginning and the end of the year and of temporal creation 
together. The beginning of this life is not easy — ask Mom — 
put it is something we celebrate. The end of this life won’t 
be easy either, but with proper “prenatal” preparation, the 
Second Coming of Christ to the individual will seem more 
like something to celebrate.

‘When Mass was really busy 


We were discussing complaints about the “‘modern’’ 
Mass and in particular those who consider the present 
form ‘“‘too busy’’ because they are asked to par- 
ticipate. But is the Mass really that busy? 

Remember the former solemn High Mass, which 
was run likea military parade, with precision at every 
bow, pause or genuflection? And if a bishop was in- 
volved, the ceremonial was such that vesting him took 
several minutes, in full. view, even before the 
ceremonies began. 

The ‘‘busy-ness”’ of today’s Mass perhaps lies in that 
we are now expected to take part and not merely to be 
onlookers. Our Mass movements are fewer than in the 
past — fewer genuflections, less kneeling, standing, 
sitting and other posture changes. If we think back we 
can recall many more such movements, including 
standing at the Last Gospel, then genuflecting, 
standing, and kneeling for the three Hail Marys. Non- 
Catholic visitors were confused, and many Catholics 
were probably unaware of the rubrical formula. 

But the essential difference was that the old Mass, in 

~ Latin, was not “‘our’” Mass, and our thoughts could 
wander while priests muttered away at the altar and 
choirs sang in the back. We were not asked to join in 
these outward signs, except for an occasional ‘Et cum 
spiritu tuo,” muttered by the server in our behalf. We 
didn’t even say the “Our Father” together, but 
watched as the priest, his hands at a prescribed 
distance apart, and back to us, intoned it in Latin. 

A ‘“‘busy” Mass today? I think not. But a much more 
participatory Mass. There is still some doubt that 
turning the altar for the priest to face the people was 
the right move, however. After all, he is leading us as 
a worshipping community and traditionally I believe 
we would all face the same way, priest and people. 


Anniversaries and such 


While St. Joseph’s Cathedral in San Diego is 
preparing to celebrate its 100th anniversary next year, 
there’s a rash of 25th anniversaries this year in the 
diocese. It was Christ the King a couple of weeks ago. 
On the feast of Our Lady of Guadalupe will be that 
warm spot in the Imperial Valley, St. Anthony of 
Padua, Imperial. 

Father David Bailey, pastor there, boasts that he 
lives below sea level. Checking our diocesan Catholic 
Directory entry for the parish it is amusing to find the 
boundaries listed as the ‘‘Lilac Canal, the Center 
Drain Ditch and the Alamo river.’ One of the boun- 
daries of St. Patrick’s, in nearby Calipatria, is ‘“‘half- 
way to Niland.” 

The next Directory, compiled by the Southern Cross 
and issued to all readers, is now well through the early 
stages and will be sent to all of you in the first week 
of January. 


Preachers and lectors 


The United States bishops’ committee on priestly 
formation has recommended a mandatory study of the 
“theology of preaching”’ by seminaries. It is sure to be 
a move supported in this region of the Church. Bishop 
Loras Walters, chairman of the committee, said 
“many theologates have allowed this very important 
area of priestly formation to receive less attention 
than it deserves.” 

Those of us normally on the receiving end of

homilies and readings will say a hearty ‘“‘Amen”’ to 
any improvement in the art of pulpit and lectern 


communication. There are some brilliant and won- ~ 


derful homilists, but there are still those who, un- 
fortunately, have never been able to project to the 
congregation: 

The question of lectors is still depressing, I think. 
Some of the best readings I heard recently were in the 
women’s prison, at the investiture of Msgr. Timothy 
Lawlor. The women inmate lectors not only gave an 
excellent summary of the text, but proceeded to read 
it with clarity and insight. But in so many parishes we 
still suffer lectors — men and women — who are at the 
lectern ‘“‘because they are good people’ and not 
because they have any ability at projecting God’s 
Word. 

There should come a time — hopefully soon, and 
hopefully through the deliberations of the Synod 
speak-up sessions — when some form of training and 
testing of lectors is mandatory before anyone is 
allowed to give those vital readings. 


Teletype tantrums 


Occasionally, the teletype which carries the main 
Catholic news to us from the NC News Service in 
Washington, goes into spasms of ‘The quick brown fox 
jumps over the lazy dog’’ routine when a subscriber 
calls for a test message. But one of the most per- 
plexing and amusing test messages came recently 
when we received this: 


Disappointing ‘Catholics’ 


After all the build-up in the secular press and the 
faint praise meted out in the SC column on screenfare, 
the CBS Playhouse 90 production of Catholics was a 
futile flop. 

The story of the conflict between conservative 
priests in an isolated Irish island community and the 
so-called Vatican’s ‘“‘dynamism’’ of 1990 produced 
puerile portrayals and sterile theology. 

The simplistic approach to the ‘“‘miracle of the 
Mass” and whether we believe Jesus is present on the 
altar or not was inexpertly contrived to form the 
underlying argument over the Latin versus the ver- 
nacular Mass. 

The SC column about it on Nov. 22 said “ ... the 
ending may be less than satisfying. The film should 
not offend anyone.” The ending was certainly less 
than satisfying. And the whole story offended as a 
fatuous television experiment with Catholic beliefs. 

And Cardinal John Krol’s appearance on ABC-TV 
Sunday was typical of the unimaginative approach to 
church television programs. The blame lies not with 
the cardinal but with the producer.

Mary's moment 


In many ways, December is Mary’s month. In it 
the Mother of God is acclaimed on her feast of 
the Immaculate Conception and, a few days 
later, on the feast of Our Lady of Guadalupe. 
Then, on the 25th day we celebrate, with her 
and all Creation, the birth of her Son. 


It is Advent, for us and for her. It is the time of 
expectancy and of mystery, surrounding Our 
Lady. One of us, she was singled out by God to 
be the immaculate bearer of the Word by 
which we live and have our being. : 

The bishops of the United States have recently 
renewed emphasis on the place of Our Lady in 
our faith, by the publication of a joint pastoral 
letter which draws attention again to the 
wonder of this young woman and her part in 
the eternal mystery. 

‘Many forms of Marian devotion have fallen into 
disuse,’’ wrote the bishops. ‘‘Much more is 
involved here than devotion to ... St. Mary. 
What is at stake is the reality of the humanity 
of the risen Jesus. There is danger of so 
spiritualizing the risen Christ yt we diminish 
awareness of his humanity.’ : 

It is this humanity, through Mary, which is our 
treasure. Because through it God, made man, 
is one of us in all but sin. To live as Christ is to 
emulate his mother, in faith and love.

See what I have done; I have 
given you power to tread on... all the 
forces of the enemy.’ ” (Luke 10:17+) 
So it is that when the Lord came he 
found another kingdom already set up 
in opposition to God. 


God’s kingdom is a kingdom of love. 
Jesus used the miracles as a weapon 
against Satan in as much as they made 
God’s love present in their very per- 
formance. The miracles are ex- 
pressions of God’s love and if the love is

the Pharisees accused him of exer- 
cising the power of Beelzebul, but with 
exacting logic Jesus replied, ‘“‘Every 
kingdom divided against itself is laid 
waste ... If Satan is divided against 
himself, how can his kingdom last? .. . 
But if it is by the finger of God that I 
cast out devils, the reign of God is 
upon you.” (Luke 11:17+) 


Satan held a certain dominion over 
man and was able to use sickness and 
suffering against man to discourage, 
belittle and destroy. Jesus appeared 
and in his loving way relieved man 
from bondage through the power of his 
miracles.

‘Spirit’ not ‘letter’ 
key to Eucharist 


“Answer Please!” (SC 
Nov. 22) raised the question 
of the validity of the words 
of consecration in our pres- 
ent English liturgy because 
the original Latin version 
“Tt will be shed for you and 
for many,” has been altered 
to read, “for you and for all.” 

The answer could be 
taken further. The words of 
consecration were taken 
from the Gospel accounts of 
the Last Supper. 

Few Catholics are aware 
that the New Testament 
gives four versions of the 
eucharistic words, refer- 
ring to the consecration of 
the chalice. Biblical scho- 
larship takes this as evi- 
dence that the Apostolic 
Church used four different 
formulations of the words of 
consecration in different 
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geographic areas. 

Matthew’s formulation 
reads: “For this is my blood, 
the blood of the covenant, 
which is to be poured out for 
many for the forgiveness of 
sins.” (Matthew 26:28). 

Mark (14:24) gives the 
same rendering as Matthew 
but omits the reference to 
forgiveness of sins. 

In Luke’s account we 
read: “This cup is the new 
covenant in my blood which 
will be poured out for you” 
(Lk. 22:20). This text makes 
no reference to “many” or 
the forgiveness of sins. 

The oldest text (written at 
least a decade before the 
first Gospel) comes from the 
hand of St. Paul, in I Cor. 
11:25: “This cup is the new 
covenant in my blood. 
Whenever you drink it, do it 
as a memorial of me.” This 
reading omits any reference 
to the shedding of the blood, 
be it for ‘you’ or for 
“many.” There is also no 
mention of the forgiveness 
of sins. 

The new English liturgy 
introduced four sets of 
eucharistic prayers’ for 
Mass. Some liturgists have 
suggested that we should 
also make use of the four 
different versions of words 
of consecration as recorded 
in the New Testament. In 
doing so we would remain 
more faithful to the tradi- 
tion of the Apostolic Church 
and make ourselves famil- 
iar with all four accounts of 
the Last Supper. 

Those anxious to preserve 
the traditional Latin ver- 
sion should remember that 
the traditional reading, “for 
you and for many,” does not 
correspond to any of the 
four New Testament ac- 
counts. None of the four ac- 
counts gives both terms in 
this combination. 

From this may be con- 
cluded that the Church did 
never feel bound to any 
exact wording of the words 
of consecration but only to 
the essential meanings of 
the eucharistic words.

He says evolution 
linked to blasphemy 


Despite Dr. Phillips, the 
Bible, including Genesis, is 
basically a literal account. 
Moreover, it is often pro- 
foundly scientific. Mil- 
leniums before any scien- 
tist, Genesis stated the 
order and succession of 
Creation. To evaluate the 
Genesis account of Creation 
as an allegorical summary 
of the evolutionary process 
is unworthy of scriptural 
scholar and of scientist. 

As a geologist, Dr. Phillips 
knows that the great geolog- 
ical changes were often 
catastrophic and inimical to 
evolutionary change. He 
knows, too, that the fossil 
records show sudden and 
radical changes in life 
forms. As a Catholic, he 
knows that Leo XIII and 
Pius XII ordained that the 
historical accounts of the 
Bible should be accepted as 
written. 

Colloquialisms and 
dialect might be explained 
or modernized but history 
was and is history. Pius XII 
said it twice; in Divino Af- 
flante Spiritu and, when 
some scholars didn’t get the 
message, he said it more 
firmly in Humani Generis. 

But the concept of evolu- 
tion destroys itself. Were it 
true, there could be none of 
the lower life forms remain- 
ing. The last amoeba should 
long ago have evolved into 
something at least as high 
on the evolutionary ladder 
as a mammal. 
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“I’m sorry, madam . . . but nowhere in the Prayer Book does 
it state: ‘Thou hast come a long way, baby... ’””

Non-Catholics not 
new to St. Mel’s 


In fairness to the Sisters 
of St. Benedict, I believe itis 
necessary to call your atten- 
tion to the totally erroneous 
implication of your article 
in the Oct. 25 issue of the 
Southern Cross entitled, “St.

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Theology of the Synod 
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Not laws but hearts will have to change 


This is the latest in a series of articles 
by Father Francis Wieser, official 
theologian to the Diocesan Synod. The 
articles are extracted from an in- 
troduction to Synod commission 
papers.

The most common understanding of 
Synod II is to associate it with efforts at 
changing present structures and revamping 
the existing laws and directives of our 
diocese. Consequently, the expectations of 
success or failure are linked with the quality 
of the final Synod Document. 

This document has the potential of 
altering structures and policies, and thus 
plays a key role in promoting, organizing 
and coordinating the future renewal of our 
local Church. 


YET, IT CANNOT BE said that the final 
synodal document, however effectively it 
will be drafted, is the final secret for a 
successful renewal of our diocese and its 
parish communities. 

The words of Pope Paul VI should serve us 
as areminder of this fact: “‘But let us repeat 
it once again for our common admonition 
and profit: The Church will discover her 
renewed youthfulness not so much by 
changing her exterior laws as by interiorly 
assimilating her true spirit of obedience to 
Christ.’’ (Path of the Church, No. 51). 

We could profitably draw an analogy from 
the experience in our civil society. The 
Congress of the United States has, in recent 
decades, produced some fine pieces of 
legislation to enforce civil rights to end 
racial discrimination. But the spectre of 
discrimination will stay with us as long as 
individual citizens, neighborhoods and 
communities are unwilling to follow-up with 
a corresponding change of attitude. 


BEFORE WE PLUNGE ourselves into 
speak-up sessions, eager beaver to criticize 
and to call for structural changes in our 
local Church, we ought to stop and think for 
a moment and convince ourselves how 
important our own personal renewal turns 
out to be. 


In the final analysis, the pace of renewal 
and the range of successful changes will be 
determined by the inner attitudes of clergy 
and laity. In this connection the 
proclamation of Vatican II, calling for in- 
ternal renewal, is of utmost importance: 

“Led by the Holy Spirit, Mother Church 
unceasingly exhorts her sons to purify and 
renew themselves so that the sign of Christ 
can shine more brightly on the face of the 
Church.”’ (Church Today, No. 43). 


THE APPEAL OF Vatican II expresses 
two significant theological considerations. 
The first refers to the necessity of the 
presence of the Holy Spirit for any genuine 
renewal process. The second relates to the 
need of personal renewal and purification of 
attitudes in order that the local Church can 
be a “‘sign of Christ.” 

In the documents of Vatican II we read the 
rather reassuring statement: “‘A diocese is 
that portion of God’s people which is en- 
trusted to a bishop and gathered 


together by him in the Holy Spirit through 


the Gospel and the Eucharist, this portion 


constitutes a particular Church in which the | 


one, holy, and apostolic Church of Christ is 
truly present and operative.”’ (Church, No. 
11). 

This statement holds out an important 
promise. Participating in the Synod, we 
answer the call of our bishop and we engage 
in work in the interests of the Gospel, the 
building up of the Church of Christ. In this 
context we should consider ourselves as a 
portion of the local Church where ‘‘Christ is 
truly present and operative.” 


FAITH AND PERSONAL confidence in 
the presence of the Holy Spirit ought to 
constitute the most basic attitude when we 
approach and participate in synodal 
discussions. No important decisions should 
be approached without prayerful reflections 
as a preparation. 

It might also be suggested that. when 
small group discussions are in danger of 
running up against a dead-end, the mem- 
bers of the speak-up group spend a few 
minutes in silent meditation or incorporate 
some imspirational reading from Scripture 
with the aim of opening themselves to the 
influences of the Holy Spirit, the source of 
wisdom and counsel.

He was accompanied at the papal audience by his wife 
Kathleen. The Dunns were in Rome to visit their son, Father Steven Dunn, a 
priest of this diocese studying at the North American Pontifical College. 
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On the other hand, an attitude of apathy, 
cynicism or blatant negativism toward any 
efforts of synodal renewal will place us 
outside of the influence of the Holy Spirit. 
Just as in marriage, love receives its death 
blow not through fights and struggles but 
through turning cold and indifferent to one 
another, so does our dynamic participation 
in the local Church die as soon as we give up 
struggling for her renewal and turn 

‘apathetic toward her needs. 


IF APATHY PARALYZES the effective 
guidance of the Holy Spirit, so does the 
opposite extreme: the attitude of par- 
tisanship, a misguided fighting spirit. The 
partisan is aggressive, fights for the in- 
terests and concerns of his ingroup. He has 
an ax to grind with anyone who differs and 
assumes a posture of opinionated self- 
righteousness. His is the only way to go. 

It is not difficult to realize that such an 
attitude is inimical to any efforts of shared 
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growth and shared renewal as the Diocesan 
Synod hopes to achieve. 

Do we possess any criteria by which we 
can, at least to some degree of probability, 
judge whether our synodal discussions and 
renewal struggles reflect an attitude of 
Openness to the influences of the Holy 
Spirit? 

IT WOULD SEEM THAT the letter of St. 
James offers us a helpful criteria of 
discernment of the spirit: ‘“‘But if at heart. 
you have the bitterness of jealously, or a 
self-seeking ambition .. . principles of this 
kind are not the wisdom that comes down 
from above; they are only earthly, animal 
and devilish! Wherever you find jealousy, 
you find disharmony, and wicked things of 
every kind being done; whereas the wisdom 
that comes down from above is essentially 
something pure; it also makes peace, and is 
kindly and considerate.’’ (James 3:14-17).

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Question: 

What’s happened to incense at Mass? I 
can remember in my childhood the 
lovely smell in church after incense 
and the way the priest used to incense 
the altar. I always thought of prayers 
ascending to heaven. What is the 
position? 


Smoke rising to heaven has always 
been a symbol of prayer as well as an 
act of honor. But since Benediction has 
quite unfortunately been discontinued 
in many churches, and because the 
distinction between ‘‘low Mass’’ and 
“solemn Mass’? has been abolished, 
there has been little, if any, place for 
incense. This is truly a pity, since 
symbolism is vital to any type of 
worship. I am reminded of the timely 
words of the great liturgist, Louis 
Bouyer, who writes: 

“Certainly we may congratulate 
ourselves on our rediscovery of the 
collective sense of the eucharistic 
celebration through a return to notions 
of the eucharistic sacrifice that imply 


our own participation. 


“But it is already a very bad sign 
that the values of adoration and con- 
templation, which yesterday focused 
on a eucharistic devotion that was in 
fact foreign to the Eucharist, seem 
hardly to have come back to our own 
celebration of it, but have rather 
simply vanished into thin air along with 
the progressive disappearance of the 
practices in which they were expressed 
— for example, ‘Benediction of the 
Blessed Sacrament,’ ‘visits to the 
Blessed Sacrament,’ ‘thanksgiving 
after Communion,’ etc.”’ 


Question: 

I attended a Mass celebrated for a 
small group recently and the priest 
suggested that instead of the usual 
Creed we vocalize our own short form 
of belief. Is this permitted? 


The Church is quite strict about 
adherence to approved formulas, 
precisely because her belief is con- 
tained in them. The New Order of the 


Mass gives no indication that ‘“‘free- 
lance”’ creeds are permitted. Perhaps 
a happy compromise might be made by 
having everyone recite the official 
Creed and then add his own short form 
of belief. 


Question: ‘ 
Could you tell me about the third orders 
in the Church? I am told that a person 
who is not a Roman Catholic may join 
the Third Order of St. Francis. 
Religious Orders such as the 
Benedictines, Dominicans and 
Franciscans have ‘‘third orders” (the 
first for male religious, the second for 
female religious, the third for the laity) 
which, by their nature, can be joined 
only by Catholics. Out of courtesy, it is 
sometimes possible for a non-Catholic 
to be ‘‘affiliated’’ with an order, but 
this remains an honorary gesture. 
The purpose of a third order is to 
provide people who are neither priests 
nor religious with a Rule of Life and a 
rita geared to their position in 
ife. 


When he was invested with the rank of 
honorary prelate recently, Msgr. William 
Bolger, pastor of St. George’s church, Ontario, 
gave a homily on his view of the priesthood, his 
vocation. This is what he said: 


In the post Vatican II Church some writers like 
to tell us that priests are caught up in what they 
call an “‘identity crisis.” 
They like to tell us that 
priests are having dif- 
ficulty in answering 
the question: “Who am 
I?” or “What am I?” 

St. Paul seemed to 
have no identity crisis 
when, in his letter to the 
Hebrews, he writes: 
“Every high priest has 
been taken out of 
mankind and is ap- 
pointed to act for men in 
their relations with God, 
to offer gifts and 
sacrifices for sins.” 


PAUL DOESN’T SEEM to have any identity 
crisis either when he writes to the Corinthians 
and tells them that ‘‘people must think of us as 
Christ’s servants — stewards entrusted with the 
mysteries of God.” 

And again in another passage to the Corin- 
thians St. Paul seemed to be in no doubt as to who 
or what priests are when he states in one of those 
beautiful pithy untranslatable Pauline phrases 
that the priest is ‘made a spectaculum’’ — one 
who has been “‘put on show’’ is the somewhat 
inadequate Jerusalem Bible translation — one 
who, as the older translations rendered it, is 
‘made a spectacle to the world, and to angels, 
and to men.” 

Iam a Catholic priest. I have never written for. 
a national magazine. I have never organized a 
union for discontented clergymen. And I have 
never had an ‘‘identity crisis.’” Chances are I will 
never make the national news, because I am like 
so many thousands of other priests who are 
happy in God’s service. i 

SOME YEARS AGO I heard His call and an- 
swered. Why so many better than I were not

called, or heard Him call but did not answer, I do 
not know. 

I followed Him, not with the steady step of St. 
Paul, nor the consuming love of St. John, but 
rather hesitant and awkward like a child.

But on ordination day, a little more than 20 
years ago, my lowliness was exalted, my 
weakness was fortified, my life became im- 
portant. No longer was I empty. His grace filled 
me. 


NOW EACH DAY | ascend the altar to bring 
God down to men. His humanity and divinity 
take flesh in the white host at my command, not 
because I am holy enough to command Him, but 
because His love has made me His guardian. 

Each day I pray for those who know Him not, 
for the Christians who love Him not, and for the 
Catholics who serve Him not. My prayer is 
always heard, not because I am eloquent, but 
because He speaks through me. . 

Each day I walk among men, His represen- 
tative to them. I stumble though He never falls; I 
grope though He never wavers. Through me He

EVERY WEEK I absolve my fellow man. How 
often has another’s arm been raised in ab- 
solution over me? Yet when I speak, sin disap- 
pears, not because I am wise enough to banish 
evil, but because by His authority I heal. 

One day I must return to Him and render an 
account. Others will walk where I have walked. 


‘When | find out who 
and what | really am, the 
burden of the respon- 
sibility of it all may seem 
crushing.’ 


May they be holy where I was sinful, strong 
where I was weak, on fire with love where I was 
cold! 

When in the light of God’s word I find out who 
and what I really am, the burden of the 
responsibility of it all may seem crushing, 
frightening, startling. It is then I must 
remember that ‘‘by myself I can do nothing” but 
that ‘‘I can do all things in Him who strengthens 
me.”’ 


IT IS THEN I must remember that Christ is 
whispering to me:

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On Friday afternoons, when most 
school children are eager for the 
weekend dismissal, 41 enthusiastic 
eighth graders travel to a nearby high 
school for classes in subjects not 


“available at their school. 


They come from the School of the 
Madeleine, parish of St. Mary 
Magdalene, San Diego, and travel 
about two miles to the hill which looks 
down on theirs, to University. High 
School. 


THEY HAVE BEEN DOING this 
since September, when the exchange 
program started. And they study at 
four ‘‘mini-courses” designed by Unihi 
faculty. The remaining 21 members of 
the Madeleine class stay at their own 


~ school for special classes offered by 


their parents, in journalism, stitchery 
and advance math. 

The Unihi courses introduce the 
children to the high school curriculum 
and offer a chance to explore special 
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interests and talents, according to 
Dennis C. Hart, Unihi principal. 

“The foreign language students learn 
basic French, German and Italian 
vocabulary,’’ he said. ‘‘Beginning 
scientists explore biology, chemistry 
and physics. Student artists create with 
water colors, silk screens and 
ceramics. Those interested in im- 
proving their reading skills work with 
a reading expert. in a fully equipped 
lab.” 


THE PROGRAM WAS developed by 
Hart and_ Sister Bernadetta, 
Madeleine’s principal, to expand the 
elementary school curriculum and 
prepare students for high school. 

“Our hope is that these mini-courses 
will become a model for use with other 
elementary schools,’ Hart said. ‘I 
believe such cooperation is an im- 
portant dimension of our efforts in 
Christian education.” 

According to Sister Bernadetta, 
student response has been excellent. 
“‘When students return to school at 2:30 
on a Friday afternoon, running to tell 
me what they have discovered at Unihi, 
I know the program is a success” 


SEVEN PARENTS. volunteered to 
transport the students between the two 
schools. The courses will continue 
throughout the year. In January each 
student will decide whether to remain 
in a class or select another.

The incredible promise 


As women will, we were talking 
about. . . the fall and the sharp clarity 
of November days in the northern 
hemisphere. 

There is a mystery and beauty in the 
autumn days — a kind of gentle sad- 
ness in falling leaves and changing 
colors of the countryside. A kind of 
golden age of growth. 


BUT THERE IS exhilaration and 
promise in the brittle sharpness of the 
air and startling blue depth of the skies. 
Sunlight seems somehow purer, 
mountains nearer, and the ocean 
higher on the horizon. 

There is a quality of light that hints at 
revelation and wonderment as_ yet 
elusive. It is like the hiatus of a breath 
drawn between the noisy exhibitionism 
of summer and withdrawn secrecy of 
winter. 

It carries with it something of the 
mystery of death and rebirth, of new 
and different experience and deeper, 
clearer insight. It seems to me fitting 
that the first weeks of the fall should 
herald Advent, with all its incredible 
promise and reassurance of future 
fulfillment. 


IT IS AS IF THE earth were resting 
briefly, preparing for the rigors of 
winter and the challenge of spring and 
summer. Perhaps there is a message 
for us in that. Perhaps this time of 
Advent is meant for us too, to be a time 
of rest and preparation. 

We too, need to draw breath before 
the year draws to an end and a new 
year is upon us. We need, I think to let 
fall the protective covering we assume 
in the rush and clamor of life, and 
prepare to face the penetrating light of 
truth in skeletal humility: 

Like Lent,-the Advent season is a 
time for self-appraisal, for a sifting of 
non-essentials from the reality of our 
existence. This is the time for 
reviewing progress and checking our 
direction. 


TOO OFTEN, I FEAR, our ap- 
preciation of this season assumes the 
quality of a sentimental anticipation of 
a ‘“‘blessed event’’ — albeit divine — 
and a preoccupation with family and 
friends, Christmas shopping and all 
the trimmings of the festive occasion. 
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The pretty “Baby Jesus” and the 
fairyland of lights around the nativity 
scene may, as much as “‘Jingle Bells” 
and Santa Claus, seduce us from the 
true impact of Christ’s birth — that 
here is the final revelation of the Word 
of God. 


Each year, this is the reminder that 
the Advent season brings. The 
reminder of God’s Word spoken into the 
human context, and all that implies to 
Christians. 


THE CHRIST CHILD brings, not 
only the fulfillment of hope and the 
promise of salvation, but also the 
ineluctible imperative to love. 


Advent offers time to review the 
passing year. It nudges us to look 
frankly into our relationship with God, 
with people, with the world in which we 
live, and judge how we will stand in the 
coming presence of Christ. It is one of 
the many aids the Church offers her 
pilgrim people, to recall the nature of 
our vocation — the purpose of our lives. 


Fall is the gentling, solemn but ex- 
citing period of awareness, of change 
and resolution. In a very real sense, it 
is a time of retreat, a ‘‘drawing aside to 
rest and reflect.’

Her name was Joyce Ann. She stood 
on my porch clutching two pamphlets 
and reciting the ‘‘pitch’’ taught her by 
her ‘“‘adult?’’? companion. 

“You can’t trust people ...” 

“NO, YOU CAN’T trust govern- 


’ ments, Joyce,” prompted her middle | 


aged friend. 

‘““Yea!’? Great Smile. ‘“You can’t 
trust governments. You can have two 
magazines for ten cents.” 

I was defeated. There was no way 


on earth I would push my way into . 


that tender soul and knock down 
those cockeyed _ theo-secular 
mouthings. So I told little Joyce Ann 
that she was very pretty, the 
magazines were not for me and to 
have a nice day. 


IF MY CALLERS HAD both been 
over 18, I would have invited them in, 
and taken delight in explaining my 
own Catholic faith in principle and the 
symbols of it that hold places of honor 
in my home. 


But not Joyce Ann, of the lovely — 


brown eyes. We could have talked 
about Barbie dolls, new dresses or the 
Waltons and liked it. For few 8-year 
olds can really get technical about 
“sovernment.’’ 

Her visit saddened me because I 
knew she would hear door after door 
slammed in her face on this block. 
Some neighbors are enraged by 
peddlers, God or detergent; some 
have been obscene and will be again. 
Many will hear her out and turn her 


‘down, smile and all. 


YET WHAT REALLY nagged at 
me was the realization that soon there 
will be other little hucksters ringing 
my bell and I would know their faces 
well. They will come from Catholic 


schools with the same kind of open 
smiles, clutching a handful of bright 
stamp books. They will be the 
Christmas hucksters. 

Of course, there is a difference, we 
would like to believe our Catholic 
kids will be sharing lovely stamps 
with neighbors, gathering funds for 
the ‘‘missions’’ and that is pure 
charity. Is it? 

Or is it just our particular brand of 
hardsell, using children’s smiles to 
siphon off public monies for “our” 
side? 


WHERE DID WE FIRST get the 
idea that children can be used for 
profit, even to subsidize missionary 
work? From the Bible? Christ said let 
little children ‘‘come unto me,’’ not 
prowl the streets, selling him like 
soap. 

Where in the Bible do we read 
anything about the Apostles sending a 
troop of kids into town to raise funds 
for the work of theLord? We do read 
that scandal given a child should be 
punished by death. 

So what kind of scandal comes from 
knocking on doors, begging a little 
cash from friends and neighbors? 
More than we care to admit. When we 
send a child out to beg, we put them in 
a special kind of physical and moral 
danger that cannot be excused. 


IF A CHILD COLLECTS money, 
then it is there for the grabbing. If a 
child enters a home, he or she is at the 
mercy of any. warped mind in that 
home. And they do enter, no matter 
how hard teachers or parents warn 
against it. 

The worst judgment against the 
practice of little hucksters is this: it 


means we have failed. We have not

Do you recall that marvelous scene 
in the scriptures — it’s found in 
Matthew 21:14-17 — where the blind 
and the crippled approached Jesus in 
the temple and he healed them? 

“The chief priests and the teachers 
of the law became angry when they 
saw the wonderful things he was 
doing, and the children shouting and 
crying in the temple, ‘Praise to 
David’s son!’ So they said to Jesus, 
‘Do you hear what they (the children) 
are saying?’ ‘Indeed I do,’ answered 
Jesus. ‘Haven’t you ever read the 
scripture that says, ‘You have trained 
children and babies to offer perfect 
praise!’ ”’ 

CHRIST REBUKED THE chief 
priests and the teachers of the law 
who were visibly upset because of 
what the children were shouting out. 
He obviously approved of what the 
children were doing. The sting of his 
words addressed to those who voiced 


complaints left little doubt as to 


whose side He was on. Behold the first 
hucksters! 

With the passage of time other 
hucksters appeared on the scene. I 
remember one day joining this elite 
group myself. I trudged about the 
neighborhood asking others to 
identify with my cause by making a 
personal contribution. Admittedly not 
everyone responded with the same 
display of patriotism or religious 
fervor. But there were those who even 
then admired the initiative we showed 
‘as children and said so. 


You can imagine my own pride 
when years later my children chose to 
enlist as ‘‘hucksters.” After watching 
them siphon off monies for such 
things as Little League baseball, Pop 
Warner football, scouting, camping 
and new band uniforms, I was 
gratified that they were just as eager 
to knock at the same doors, ring the 
same doorbells while ‘‘tricking or 
treating” for UNICEF, collecting for 
St. Jude’s Hospital for Crippled 
Children or, worse, selling Holy 
Childhood Christmas seals. 


TO MY HUSBAND AND myself, 
this was real sacrifice. It would have 
been so much easier to grab a football 
or a bike, to join in those games that 
all kids like to play . . .so much easier 
to do that than to give up the free time 
in order to ‘‘beg’” for the less for- 
tunate whom our children would 
never see or meet. 

The ‘‘child”’ is utilized as a flesh- 
and-blood parable many times in the 
scriptures. ‘‘Let the children come to 
me! Do not stop them, because the 
Kingdom of God belongs to such as 
these.” 

The simple confidence and docility 
so natural to a child must be 
possessed by all who seek to enjoy the 
blessings of God’s Kingdom. Christ’s 
summons to the ‘‘children’” has 
nothing to do with ‘“‘prowling the 
streets” or ‘‘selling him like soap.” 


FAR FROM EXPERIENCING any 
kind of physical or moral harm, my 


taken care of our own church, our own 
poor, our own needy causes. So we 
have to draft the children to do our 
begging for us, to bail us out of 
financial apathy. 

To those who wail that the ‘‘kids get 
a kick out of it” it’s true, many kids 
do. But only because they enjoy being 


“center stage’ like the 8-year-old 


preacher on my porch. It’s almost fun 
for them because they “‘know not 
what they do,” or what we are 
willing to do to them. We better 
rethink our own definitions of 
“charity” if we promote this abuse of 


our ‘‘holy innocents.” 


IF WE WANT TO teach our 
children the beauty of sharing with 
the poor, the distant missions, let 
them earn a little money working at 
home or for a friend and give that 
money over to God’s work. Let them 
save up pennies and give a whole 10 
cents by the end of the month. Let 
them “‘sacrifice,”’ not just skip around 
the streets skimming off the cream of 
other people’s cash. 

And let’s stop sending a child to doa 
man’s work. 


Should children be used to raise 
funds for the parish, for holy 
societies, or for anything — 
secular or religious? 


husband and I feel that our 
youngsters have grown in their love 
and understanding of people. It goes 
without saying that any parent 
worthy of his calling will exercise 
those ordinary precautions which 
tend to obviate the possible dangers. 
Hence, our children have always been 
encouraged to do their selling in 
groups of twos and threes, and stay 
within the neighborhood. 

Never have we encountered ob- 
scenity. or the type of behavior which 
constituted a risk to the children’s 
welfare. Perhaps more people than 
we care to admit have taken the Lord 
at his word: ‘‘The person who in my 
name welcomes this child, welcomes 
me. And whoever welcomes me, also 
welcomes the one who sent me.” 


Do we deny activities which God 


intended in order that they grow ... 
do we deny the opportunities for them 
simply because we fear the worst all 
the time?

commitment on their part. 

They have taught us the meaning of 
generosity in a way that we would not 
have taught our parents before us. 
Stop sending a child to do a man’s 
work, you say! Never! Not as long as 
our kids have hearts big enough to 
love God and their neighbor without 
compromise. 


‘WHAT ABOUT THOSE, then, 
willing to settle for so much less? 
What of those who, like the chief 
priests and the teachers, would 
muzzle our youthful apostles — 
today’s hucksters?

“T don’t think there was 
anyone present at our 
meeting who would say there 
was not a crisis, but the 
American seminary is 
settling down because there 
is less turmoil in our land.

“Since we have fewer 
people in training they are 
able to be screened well in 
order to be sure they thought 
out celibacy and settled it for 
themselves. 


“WE RECOGNIZE that 
today’s seminarian was 
brought up in a permissive 
society and we emphasize 
strongly the grace of God 
and the need for constant 
prayer.”’ 

At the Vatican meeting 
Bishop Vonesh spoke of older 
men entering the seminary, 
and asked if the ‘‘world itself 
is becoming the primary 
training ground for new 
candidates.” 

The bishop added, ‘‘These 
older men went through 
college or the military and 
after their many experiences 
in the world they concluded 
the world was not for them. 
These men have been 
formed by the world and 
their own goodwill.” 


FATHER BALDWIN 
explained, ‘‘The way a priest 
lives can attract or deter 
others from becoming 
priests. We gain a potential 
vocation if another young 
man can see in his priest a 
real hero who is leading a life 
of poverty, sacrifice and 
service.” 

Bishop Vonesh said that he 
is ‘‘optimistic on the 
vocation picture because the 
young want to respond to a 
life of service.’ 


HE ‘SAID THERE is an 
“upsurge of vocations on the 
West Coast and we hope this 
is the start of a pendulum- 
swing across the country.’ 

Father Baldwin added: 
“Seminarians today are 
becoming men of prayer and 
our prayer will be answered 
because God will not be 
mocked.”’

Priests tell story of alleged 
~ Portuguese massacres in Africa 


MADRID (NC) — Two 
Spanish missionaries who 
spent nearly two years in 
prison in the Portuguese 
African territory of 
Mozambique confirmed here 
that they had personal 
knowledge of massacres by 


Portuguese troops. in 
Mozambique. 
The priests, Fathers 


Alfonso Valverde and Martin 
Hernandez, released under a 
special pardon, said they 
personally knew of hundreds 
of political prisoners starved 
and beaten to obtain con- 
fessions. 


THE PRIESTS said they 
were arrested Jan. 2, 1972, in 
Rhodesia, where they were 


on a Christmas vacation. 
They said they were carrying 
copies of a report on four 
massacres in the Mucum- 
bura district of Mozambique, 
near Tete. The report in- 
cluded their own testimony 
on the participation of 
Rhodesian soldiers. 


That report was one of the 
sources for an article in The 
Times of London last July by 
Father Adrian Hastings, who 
also gave information 
concerning a massacre at 
Wiriyamu, also near Tete, in 
December 1972.

Will Catholics be able

ROME (NC) — If the 
Church eliminates its ban on 
Catholics becoming Masons, 
then the Vatican should 
allow bishops’ conferences 
to determine the _ per- 
missibility of Catholics 
joining the organization, an 
Italian Jesuit expert on 
Masonry said. 

Writing in the Jesuit 
magazine, Civilta Cattolica, 
Father Giovanni Caprile, 
said that since Masonry 
differs from country to 
country ‘‘it becomes evident 
how very difficult it is to 
maintain one condemnation 
for all, and on the other hand 
after the eventual and hoped 
for abolition of ex- 
communication, how very 
difficult it will be to impose 


Less criticism, Pope 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — 
There must be a _ recon- 
ciliation of Catholics 
disaffected with the Church, 
Pope Paul VI told a general 
audience. 

The Pope explained he was 
speaking of a reconciliation 
—a theme of the Holy Year 
— of ‘those sons of the 
Church who, without of- 
ficially breaking with the 
Church, find themselves in 
an unusual position in regard 
to it. 

“THEY WISH to remain in 


universal norms on the 
eventual participation of 
Catholics in Masonry.” 


NEARLY TWO and one 
half centuries ago, Pope 
Clement XII laid down the 
penalty of excommunication 
on Catholics who became 
Masons. 

On the orders of Pope John 
XXIII in 1963, canon law 
experts have been revising 
the Church’s Code of Canon 
Law. 


THE REASON for 
believing that the penalty 
will be omitted is that the 
reason for imposing it — 
because Masonry ‘‘plots 
against the Church’’ or 
legitimate civil powers — is 
no longer universally valid. 


Paul urges 


communion with the Church, 
but they find themselves in 
an attitude of criticism and 
contestation.”’ 

Such sons of the Church, 
the Pope continued, often 
criticize and: contest from 
plausible motives, methods 
of improving the Church and 
correcting it. 

The Pope charged that 
such persons, however, so 
disrupt the Church that 
“they themselves tear up the

NEW YORK (NC) — 
Father Eugene Kennedy, 
author of a psychological 
study of American priests, 
disputed the ““sen- 
sationalism”’ of a Newsweek 
article on priests who date. 

The Dec. 8 issue of the 
news weekly, reported 
“thousands of U. S. Catholic 
priests are experimenting 
with what they call ‘the third 
way’ — a priestly life-style 
that includes close personal 
relationships with women 
leading sometimes to sex but 
seldom to marriage.” 


THE ARTICLE quoted 


Father Kennedy in a context ~ 


indicating he supported 
Newsweek’s analysis. 

Father Kennedy said he 
had written to Newsweek to 
tell them: 

“T must dissociate myself 
from the overall impression 
created by the article on 
priests’ dating . . . It makes 
it seem that many American 
priests are abusing their vow 
of celibacy and leading 
sleazy and hypocritical lives. 


“THIS IS NOT true of men 
who, according to the ex- 
tensive research I have 
conducted, keep their 
religious promises and try to 
approach all human 
relationships with integrity 
and responsibility.” 

Father Kennedy said he 
respects the ability and 
integrity of Newsweek’s 
religion editor, Kenneth 
Woodward, but felt that the 
article ‘‘got out of hand’’ in 
focusing too much attention 
on isolated cases of obvious 


immaturity. 
The point he tried to make 
when interviewed by 


Newsweek was that ‘‘priests 
take human relationships 
seriously — and that makes 
them like other men.” 


HE ADMITTED his 
psychological study of U. S. 
priests had indicated many 
of them were immature 
heterosexually. 

“This is also the common 
problem of American men,” 
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‘Newsweek’ report on priests 
‘dating’ called ‘sensationalism’ 


he said. ‘‘Despite these 
challenges, there is not a 
great deal of breaking 
celibacy or abusing it among 
priests.” 

He questioned the factual 
value of Newsweek’s 
statement that “an 
estimated 5 to 25 percent of 
the Catholic clergy are 
currently going out with 
women” in the Los Angeles 
area. “‘My God, the margin 
of error in that! That sounds 
like rumor,’ said Father 
Kennedy. 


HIS OWN experience with 
hundreds of priests, he said, 
indicated that many have 
problems in learning to deal 
with women in terms of 
personal relationships of 
friendship. But, he said, as a 
married or single layman 
“you have to learn a way to 
deal with women, a way that 
respects your integrity and 
their integrity.” 

Newsweek’s article left the 
impression that the in- 


cidence of illicit intimate 
relationships between 
priests and women is 


widespread. On the con- 
trary, he said, the large 
numbers in recent years of 


men who have left the~

priesthood openly. and with 
dignity in order to marry,

In MEXICO CITY, Catholic

In GARRISON, N. Y., 
Father David Bowman, SJ, 
said it’s time the U. S.

The Jesuit is 
attached to the NCC as 


special assistant for 
ecumenical services. 
“The pastoral and 


spiritual benefits of entrance 
(in- the NCC) would far 
outweigh any conceivable 
advantages gained from 
remaining outside the 
national ecumenical body,”’ 
he wrote in The Lamp, 
published by the Society of 
the Atonement. 


French prelates 
decry Marxism 


In LYONS, France, the 
permanent council of the 
French bishops conference 
condemned Marxism as a 
philosophy that destroys 
freedom and _ generates 
totalitarianism. 

The comments came in a 
message to a meeting of 
Christians sympathetic to 
Marxism. The group, which 
had invited the bishops to 
participate, said that the 
hierarchy had hardened its 
position and had confused 
Marxism with some ex- 
cesses of contemporary 
communist regimes.

Pius XII‘s niece condemns ‘Massacre’ 


ROME (NC) — A niece of 
Pope Pius XII has_asked 
Italian authorities to halt 
showings of the film 
Massacre in Rome, which 
portrays her uncle as being 
indifferent to the Nazi 
massacre of 335 Italians in 
Rome in World War II. 

Mrs. Eleonora Rossignani, 
daughter of Elizabeth 
Pacelli, the sister of Pope 
Pius XII, asked court action 


against the film. 


THE MOVIE MAINTAINS 
that Pope Pius XII had been 
informed beforehand of the 
massacre ordered by the 
German occupiers of Rome 
in reprisal for the killing of 
33 SS troops by Italian 
partisans. 


Mrs. Rossignani’s com- 
plaint stated that both the 
film and the book ‘‘constitute 


an ignoble debasement”’ of 
Pius XII and is contrary to 
the truth. 


The complaint “asked 
authorities to stop showings 
of the film, which was said to 
be a “‘daily offense against 
the memory of Pius XII.” 


AMERICAN JESUIT 
historian Father Robert 
Graham said the movie “‘is a 
total distortion of history.”’
